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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 85 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The specification, as originally filed, 
fails to provide support for the second portion of the source and drain regions formed of 
a semiconductor material doped to include both lightly and heavily doped regions. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 77-84 and 86-96 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Pierce in view of Doan. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in paper #13 with respect to claims 77-96 



for the reasons of record. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3-25-02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. For example, see the previous office action mailed 12/12/01 for the 
interpretation of source and drain "regions". In addition, normally both a source/drain 
and a contact region are heavily doped. It is not possible to make silicon a conductor 
no matter how many dopants are added. Silicon will always have a lower conductance 
than a metallic material.
